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control extends, itis important to determine in what this property of the 
author really consists. It is not in the paper, printing, ink and binding of 
his book, for these are things with which he ordinarily has nothing to 
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book-buyer. Published weekly at $2 per annum. Com- one sical, and . 
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time, have produced essentially the same thing. In the scale of proba- 
bilities this would be almost impossible. Moreover, the similar objec- 
tion to the right of the discoverer to land discovered, has not been 
allowed to have force. Admitting its force in this case, however, it is 
sufficient if the author is not allowed the perpetual right to his labor. 
As a compensation for this bare possibility, and forthe protection which 
society affords him, he relinquishes all right to his work after a term of 
ears. 

. I had not intended to dwell on the argument in favor of an Interna- 
tional Copyright Law which is based upon its justice, however. Sum- 
ming up briefly, therefore, I will only say, 

1. The author has a right of property in his work, because it is the 
result of his own labor. 

2. This right is natural and inherent, and does not properly depend 
upon legal enactments, any more than the right to other property does. 

8. This right includes the right to copy, because that is, practically, 
the only available property in his work. 

4. It may be added that if this is the basis of an author’s rights, they 
are the same whether he be a countryman or a foreigner. 

But, sir, an International Copyright Law is, I think, called for by 
policy as well as justice. It is for the interest of American autliors, 
publishers, and of the American people that there should be such a law, 
with proper restrictions. If this can be made clear, the question of right 
in the matter will cease to be of so much consequence, so far as we are 
concerned. 

Let us first consider the interests of the people. They are interested 
in fostering and encouraging literature, and especially American litera- 
tare; in obtaining a plenty of good books as cheaply as possible, and in 
excluding poor ones. 

The manner in which American literature will be fostered by an Inter- 
national Law may be glanced at when we consider the interests of authors. 

The number of good books will be likely to be increased by sucha 
law, because the more extensive field opened to authors will incite them 
to more earnest labor, as well as increase the number of laborers. Health- 
ful competition will thus be stimulated, and the result will naturally be 
greater excellence. 

Such a law will, I fully believe, render good books as a whole, cheaper 
to the consumer than at present. Here is an important point. I 
know it is a prevalent opinion that the reverse would be the case, es- 
pecially so far as English books are concerned, and on this belief are 
based, I believe, the most important objections to the law in question. 
In the present state of things, the American publisher generally puts as 
high a price upon his reprints as upon his Copyright publications. He 
does this that he may be compensated for the risk of being republished 
upon. Comparing the prices now fixed upon reprints of English books 
in America with those of Copyright American works, I am confident 
they will be found no lower, on an average, in proportion to the style of 
manufacture. A publisher can afford to sella book at a lower price 
when he is secured the entire market than when he has not this securi- 
ty. Iappeal to you as publishers, whether you would not prefer to pay 
a reasonable Copyright on a popular book than run the risk of rival 
editions? Whether you could not afford to do this without increasing 
the price? If the price of non-Copyright books is not lower with us, on 
an average, than that of Copyright books, it is clear that the payment of 
a reasonable percentage to the author, thereby securing the entire mar- 
ket, does not necessarily involve a higher price to the consumer. It is 
true that in the absence of a Jaw, there are instances in which rival re- 
publishers of some leading English book get up a lively competition, and 
reduce prices toa very low point. The public are not the gainers in 
the end, however. As in the case of bad debts, the merchant is not the 
real loser, but they must in some way come out of his customers or cred- 
itors : so, in the case of these books, sold lower than they can be afford- 
ed, an extra profit on something else must make up the loss. Then, 
again, there is no small amount of advertising and other expensive push- 
ing one book against another wasted ; two or more sets of plates are paid 
for by some one (the public, in the end) where one would have answer- 
ed the same purpose. Again, in the next popular English book re-pub- 
lished, a high price may be demanded, other publishers being deterred 
from a re-print by the remembrance of the sharp competition, reduction 
of prices and other measures resorted to. 

It is said that English publishers and authors are accustomed to high 
prices in their own market, and would demand them from us, if they 
could control the matter. Now the real reason for these high prices is 
in the difference between the English and American markets, and notin 
any constitutional! difference between English and American publishers. 
‘cue English market is more limited in extent, and demands more ex- 
pensive styles, involving of course, higher prices. Even now, when 
English books, of which there is no danger of a re-print, are sent to this 
market, they are furnished, in many cases, at much lower prices than 
at home. This is becanse the different circumstances of our market, 
rendering a different policy fur the interest of the seller, are appreciated. 
I give the English publishers and authors more credit for shrewdness 
than to suppose they would be willing to send their books into this mar- 








ket for competition with our own books without looking to it that tl 
prices be not too high. The competition of trade will regulate lj tl is 
Why is it that extravagant prices are not now demanded by Americas 
publishers for Copyright books? If we Yankees are less fond of ng 
cantile profits than our English consins, common belief grossly belies “4 
Authors and publishers are both careful that their books be not too hj i} 
in price, lest the sale be diminished. Moreover, a provision might be 
introduced, as has been suggested, requiring that books in order to og 
the benefit of the law must be actually manufactured in America and 
published by Americans. This would sufficiently protect against any 
English high prices, even were there danger of them without such q pro- 
vision, which I do not believe. 

An International Law would be likely to cheapen books to the peo- 
ple by enabling American authors to reduce their copyrights, by enlarg. 
ing their field, Our authors could afford to accept a less copyright if jt 
were secured to them on the sales of their books in England, as well ag 
America. Competition with foreign authors and with each other, would 
compel them to do this. | The fact that every author is naturally ambi. 
tious of the largest possible circle of readers, would also lead him to this 
course. Now when it is remembered that very much the largest portion 
of books consumed in America (say nine tenths) are from American ap. 
thors, this, enabling them to reduce their copyright, becomes an impor- 
tant consideration in reference to the point under discussion, 

The people would be gainers also, in that such a law would tend to 
prevent the re-publication of English books on miserable paper, with 
illegible type, as is now often the case. 

It seems to me therefore, that the people would be in all respects 
gainers by a proper International Copyright Law. 

Let us now consider the interests of authors. They would be secured 
in returns from their books re-printed in England. At present, this can 
only be done by taking up a residence there, and it is doubtfal whether 
a copyright thus obtained by an American holds good longer than he 
retains his residence. About two-thirds as many American books are 
now re-published in England as there are American re-prints of English 
books, while the proportion has, of late years been very rapidly chang. 
ingin favor of American. Hence it is matter of no small consequence to 
American writers to secure returns from this foreign market. In view 
of the facts just stated, it has been predicted, not without reason, that if 
America is not willing now to agree upon an International Copyright 
Law, the time may soon come when England will refuse to make one, 

The existing state of things is as though there were a bounty on 
foreign books. In other words the fact that American authors can re- 
tain copyrights, while foreigners cannot, operates as a tariff for the pro- 
tection of foreign books. Books by other than American authors inst 
by our present laws come to us free of that percentage which may be, 
and commonly is, attached to American books. Here then is a new 
sort of tariff; a tariff, not for revenue or for the protection of home man- 
ufactures, but for their restriction, So far, at least, as the people are 
concerned, this is the practical working of it. The American author is 
of course interested that this inequality shall be removed. It certainly 
is not too much for him to ask that his books shall come before the pub- 
lic on an equality with those of the foreigner. 

Whether publishers would be benefited by an International Copy- 
right Law, has been, and is, doubted by many of themselves. For one] 
am willing to stand on the broad ground, that “honesty is the best 
policy,” and advocate an International Copyright Law, because I believe 

justice as well as courtesy demands it. I do not believe, however, that 
publishers would suffer from such alaw, even in pocket, while I am sure 
much vexation and annoyance would be saved, I have already said that 
we can afford to pay a reasonable copyright for the sake « f the protection 
secured. He who now reprints an English book, does it with the cer- 
tainty that if it prove very popular, there will be rival editions. Then 
comes a bootless competition which is profitable to no one, ending, pro- 
bably, in embittered feeling, and pecuniary loss. Publishers would be 
saved the cost of several sets of plates to one book, for which one would 
answer every purpose; they would be saved the expense and unpleasant- 
ness of pushing rival editions ; they wouid be enabled to get up books in 
a style more creditable to themselves, and more satisfactory to the pub- 
lic.” It has been said that an International Law would lead to the flood- 
Ing the country with books manufactured in England ; that the price of 
iabor is so much lower there that we should not be able to compete with 
them. Though I confess I apprehend no difficulty of this sort, I see no 
objection to such a clause in the law as has been snggested, requiring all 
books to be manufactured in America, in order to obtain protection. 

Under present laws, the only protection against reprints is in the 
courtesy of the craft. What this courtesy requires, is neither very acct 
rately defined, nor very generally admitted. Moreover, there will al- 
ways be found men who have not a sufficiently nice sense of honor to 
be thus controlled. The practical working of affairs is, therefore, to the 
manifest disadvantage of the most high-minded. 

I have thus hastily glanced at considerations which seem to me 
show that an International Law is for the interest of the people, authors, 
and publishers, 
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A LITERARY DINNER. 
From Goodrich’s “ Recoilections of a Lifetime.” 

One or two more selections from my journal, and we will leave Edin- 
purgh. I had delivered my letter of introduction to Blackwood, and he 
had treated me very kindly, Ie was, professionally, a mere bookseller 
and publisher—a plain, short, stocky person, with a large head, bald and 
flat on the top. He spoke broad Scotch, or rather sang it, for although 
all spoken language, in every country, has its cadences, in Scotland it is 
a veritable song. This is more noticeable among the illiterate, and es- 
ecially the old women. I sometimes thought they were mocking me, 
go emphatic were their inflexions and modulations. I have since ob- 
served sitnilar intonations in other countries, especially in Italy, where 
the rising and falling of the voice is so marked as to appear like an affec- 
tation of musical cadenzas, even in conversation. 

Nevertheless, Mr. Blackwood was an exceedingly intelligent and 
agreeable gentleman. The Magazine which bears his name, was then 
in its glory, and of course a part of its radiance shone on him. He was 
aman of excellent judgment, even in literary matters, and his taste, no 
doubt, contribated largely to the success of the Magazine. He was in 
familiar intercourse with the celebrities of the day—and a bright con- 
stellation they were. He spoke as familiarly of great names—Scott, 
Lockhart, Hogg, Wilson—sacred to me, as Appleton and Putnam and 
the Harpers do of Irving, Halleck, and Bryant, or Ticknor & Fields, of 
Prescott and Longfellow. Was not that a time to be remembered ? 

Of course I was gratified at receiving from him a note, inviting me 
to dine with him the next day. His house was on the south of the old 
town—nearly two miles distant. The persons present were such as I 
should inyself have selected: among them Lockhart and James Ballan- 
tyne. I sat next the latter, and found him exceedingly agreeable and 
gentlemanlike. He was a rather large man, handsome, smooth in per- 
son and manner, and very well dressed. You will remember that at 
this time, it was not acknowledged by Scott or his friends that he was 
the author of the Waverley novels. Perhaps the mystery was even pro- 
moted by them, for, no doubt, it added adventitious interest to his 
works. However, the vail was not closely preserved in the circle of 
intimacy. Ballantyne said to me, in the course of a conversation which 
turned upon the popularity of authors, as indicated by the sale of their 
works—* We have now in course of preparation forty thousand volumes 
of Scott’s poems and the works of the author of Waverley ”—evidently 
intimating the identity of their authorship. 

There was nothing remarkable about our meal: it was like an Eng- 
lish dinner, generally—ample, substantial, administered with hospitality, 
and discussed with relish.

The first half hour has a certain earnestness about it, apparently oc- 
cupied in reducing the Malakoffs of beef, Mamelons of mutton, and 
Redans of Poultry—that come one after another. The victory is, at 
last, substantially won: all that remains is to capture the pies, cakes, 
tarts, ices, creams, fruits, ete., which is usually done with a running 
artillery of light wit. Conversation ensues; now and then all listen to 
some good talker; perhaps a story-teller catches, for a time, the atten- 
tion of the company, and then again all around resolves itself into a joy- 
ous and jovial confusion of tongues. An hour is past, and the ladies 
retire. The gentlemen fill their glasses, and offer them a parting toast; 
then they drink “ The Queen,” and give themselves up to social enjoy- 
ment. 

And so it was on this occasion—only that we drank the King, in- 
stead of the Queen, for George IV. was then upon the throne. Mr. 
Blackwood was living in a plain but comfortable style, and garnished 
his entertainment with a plain, simple hospitality—which lost nothing 
by his oczasional interjections of very broad Scotch. It was delightful 
to see the easy intimacy of the persons present: they frequently called 
each other by their Christian names—using terms of endearment, which 
with us would seem affected, perhaps absurd. “ Jammy, dear, tak some 
wine yoursel, and hand it to me!” said Blackwood to Ballantyne, and 
the latter answered in a similar tone of familiar kindness. The whole 
intercourse of the company seemed warmed and cheered by these sim- 
ple, habitual courtesies. Our own manners, I think, under similar cir- 
cumstances, must appear bald and chilling, in comparison. 

Nor was there any thing remarkable in the conversations—save only 
what related to Byron. The news of his death at Missolonghi, on the 
19th of April, had reached Scotland a few weeks before, and produced 
4 profound sensation. Even while I was there, the interest in the sub- 
Ject had not subsided. Mr. Lockhart had not known Byron, personally, 
but he was in London soon after his @eparture for the continent, and at 
several subsequent periods, and he gave us many interesting details re- 
specting him. He was frequently at Lady Caroline Lamb’s soirées, 
where he met the literary celebrities of London, and especially the 
Younger and gayer portion of them. Her ladyship had flirted with the 





lordly poet in the heyday of his fame, and it was said, condescended to 
visit him in the guise of a page—her reputation being of that salamander 
quality, which could pass through such fire and suffer nodamage. Her 
lover proved fickle, and at last ungrateful, and she retaliated in the novel 
of “Glenarvon”—venting her rage upon him by depicting him as 
“ having an imagination of flame playing around a heart of ice.” 

At the time Lockhart thus mingled in Lady Caroline’s cirele, Byron 
was the frequent theme of comment. She had a drawer-full of his let- 
ters, and intimate friends were permitted to read them. She had also 
borrowed of Murray the poet’s manuscript autobiography given to 
Moore, and had copied some ofits passages. This was soon discovered, 
and she was obliged to suppress them—but still passages of them got into 
circulation. The work was written in a daring, reckless spirit, setting 
at defiance all the laws of propriety, and even of decency. One of the 
chapters consisted of a rhyming list of his acquaintances, at the period 
of his highest fashionable success, in London—dashed off with amazing 
power—yet in such terms of profanity as to forbid repetition, at least in 
print. It was obvious, from what was said by Mr. Lockhart and others, 
that such were the gross personalities, the shameful outrages of deco- 
rum, and the general liceutiousness of this production, that it was im- 
possible for any respectable publisher to be concerned in giving it to the 
world. The consignment of it to the flames, by his friends, was as much 
dictated by regard to their own characters, as to the fame of the author, 
which was in a certain degree committed to their keeping. 

We sat down to dinner at seven, and got up at eleven. Aftera short 
conversation with the ladies, we took our departure. As I was getting 
into my carriage, Mr. Lockhart proposed to me to walk back to town, a 
distance of a mile and a half. I gladly accepted this proposition, and we 
had a very interesting conversation. Upon intimacy, Lockhart’s cold- 
ness wholly disappeared. He spoke in an easy, rattling way, very much 
in the manner of the freer portions of Peter’s Letters. The good dinner 
had doubtless cheered him a little; but not only on this, but other occa- 
sions I had evidence of a more genial nature than might have been sup- 
posed to exist beneath the haughty armor which he seemed to wear 
toward the world.

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FRANCIS HUBER. 
From “ Milburn’s Rifle, Ave, and Saddle Bags.” 

One can readily imagine that a man destitute of vision, through ne- 
cessity and practice should come to great readiness and power in the 
combination of numbers. Such of the blind as have been moderately 
endowed with capacity, and have been persevering in their efforts, have 
almost invariably shown great skill in the mathematics. Simply as re- 
gards distinction and great attainment in the pure science, I know not 
why its disciples might not as well all be blind. But when a man with 
darkened orbs passes from the realms of abstraction into nature, to be- 
come a student of lier marvels, to observe her cunning arts, to note and 
explain her mysteries, he sets himself a task, the performance of which 
seems to be hopeless. Such was the province selected by Francis Huber, 
a Genevese born about 1750. At the age of seventeen, he lost his sight 
by gutta serena. At first his misfortune threatened to crush him, because 
he had lost not only the light of the outer world, but as he feared, the 
light of his inner hfe—the woman he loved. The daughter of a Swiss 
syndic, Marie Aimée Lullin, had not only station, but beauty, intelli- 
gence, wit, and accomplishments. Many were the suitors who thronged 
around her, and the father was bitterly opposed to her union with the blind 
youth; but what is parental hostility or toil, or privation to a generous 
woman, when to the throb of affection is added the claim of sympathy ? 
His infirmity insured him the prize, and that won, he was made happy 
for lite. During the forty years of their married life, her love deepened 
and strengthened, her devotion knew not an hour's suspension. She 
was his reader, his secretary, his observer. During the wars, she would 
make him aware of the position of the armies by sticking pins in the 
map, to denote the different bodies of troops. When they came into a 
strange locality she would arrange a ground plan that he might become 
familiar with the features through the touch. At her death he said he 
had never before known the pressure of his misfortune. During his 
lifetime he used to say, “my blindness is not so much of a calamity after 
all. But for it I never could have known how much a man can be be- 
loved. Moreover,” he would add, “to me my wife is always young, 
fair, and pretty ; there are no grey hairs, crow’s feet, or wrinkles, and 
that is a great matter.” 

Huber’s father was a man of sprightly intellect, and brilliant conver- 
sation, with a decided predilection for natural history. These traits 
were inherited by the son. His taste for natural history was confirmed 
by the study of sach works as fell in his way. The treatises of Reamer 
and Bonnet upon the bee, deeply interested him in that wonder of the 
ivsect world. Ie commenced his observations to verify some statements 
which he had read, and then to fill some blanks which had been left by 
other naturalists. Ilis habitual residence in the country was favorable 
tothis pursuit, and thenceforth his lite was devoted to it. 

He carried on his observations through the eyes of his wife—of a 
faithful servant whom he trained for the purpose, and subsequently of 
his son. Ilis sagacity directed their attention to points which they had 
overlooked; his intelligence suggested new methods of inquiry, whilst 
his imaginative conception of the whole subject was so clear and precise, 
that he was able to detect the slightest error, and suggest the means of 
remedy. “Iam much more certain of what I declare to the world than 
you are,” said he, one day, to a friend, “ for you publish what your own 
eyes only have seen, while I take the mean among many witnesses.” 
The publication of his first observations appeared in 1792 in the form of 
letters to Col. Bonnet under the title of “ Nouvelles Observations sur les 
Abeilles.” This work made a strong impression upon many naturalists, 
not only from the novelty of its facts, but from their rigorous exactness, 
and the amazing difficulty which the author overcame with so much 
ability. But his investigations were neither relaxed by the flattering 
reception of his first publication, which might have been sufficient to 
gratify his self-love, nor even by his separation from his faithful servant. 

The origin of the wax was at that time a point in the history of bees 
much disputed by naturalists. By some it was asserted, though without 
sufficient proof, that it was fabricated by the bee from the honey. 
Huber, who had already happily cleared up the origin of the propolis, 
confirmed his opinion with respect to the wax, by numerous observa- 
tions ; and showed very particularly (what baffled the skill of all natural- 
ists before him) how it escaped in a laminated form from between the 
rings of the abdomen. 

During the course of his observations with Bernens (his servant), 
his wife and sons for assistants, he instituted Jaborious researches to dis- 
cover how the bees build their storehouses. He fullowed step by step 
the whole construction of those wonderful hives, which seem by their 
perfection, to resolve the most delicate problems of geometry; he as- 
signed to each class of bees the part it takes in this construction, and 
traced their labors from the rudiments of the first cell, to the completed 
perfection of the comb. He made known the ravages which the sphinz 
atropos produces in the hives; he made ingenious inquiries respecting 
the locality and history of the bee’s senses ; he discovered that they con- 
. sume oxygen gas like other animals, and how, by a particular motion of 
their wings, they renovate the atmosphere in the hive, 








Since the days and brilliant achievements of Huber, naturalists have 
not been able to add any considerable discovery to the history of bees 
The second volume of his observations was published in 1814, ang Was 
edited in part by his son. 

But his valuable contributions to science were not the only tributg. 
ries to his fame. Asa writer he possessed more than ordinary merit 
The elegance of his style, brilliant with the light of imagination, leads us 
to infer that he might have been a poet as well as naturalist, Jp the 
various relations of life he displayed such sweetness of temper as made 
him beloved by all his large circle of friends. Ie spent the evening of 
his lite at Lausanne, under the care of his daughter Madame de Molin, 

Huber retained his faculties to the last. At the age of eighty-one, ig 
a letter to one of his friends, he writes thus: “ There is a time When it 
is impossible to remain neglectful; it is when separating gradually from 
those we love, we may reveal all that esteem, tenderness and gratitude 
have inspired us with toward them.” He further adds: “ Resignation 
and serenity are blessings which have not been refused.” He wrote 
these lines on the 20th of December, 1831, and on the 22d he was no 
more. Ile died without pain or agony, while in the arms of his 
daughter.

Piterary Intelligence. 

Nathan Bangs, jr., of the well-known firm of Bangs, Brother & Co., and 
himself favorably known to the Trade for many years, died on the 17th inst., 
after’a short illness. 

Important Discovertets iv American IHistory.—The present day will bea 
marked one in the annals of historical literature, from the wealth of added 
knowledge nuearthed and brought into daylight from the dusty repositories 
where it had lain unheeded for centuries. A very interesting accession js 
likely to be made to our own early history from the researches of a gentle- 
man, Mr. Buckingham Smith, attached to the Spanish Legation. After long 
and toilsome research in tie Spanish archives, he has found a mass of papers 
relating to the discoveries, explorations and conquests of the Spaniards in 
the southern parts of the United States and the territories adjacent. There 
is nothing more intersting, more romantic, and at the same time more ob. 
secure, than the story of these early enterprises. What has thus far been 
known of Ponce de Leon, Cabega de Vaca, De Soto, and their brother adven- 
turers, has served to stimulate curiosity without satisfying it. The Crusade 
of Melendez against the Huguenots of Florida, and the atrocious butcheries 
of St. Augustine and Fort Caroline, where hundreds of Protestants fell vie- 
tims to the bigotry of Philip IL, is a passage of history as little known as it 
is deeply interesting. On these and many other kindred topics Mr. Smith 
has discovered documents, written in many instances by the actors them- 
selves, and bringing forth into clear light events which heretofore have 
lurked in clouds and darkness. He has devoted himself to the task in the 
spirit of a scholar to whom the pursuit of knowledge is its own reward. His 
devotion of time and means to these painful and thankless labors will win for 
him the gratitude of every one capable of appreciating his motives. 

Selections from the documents are now in press at Madrid, and it is pro- 
posed to publish a volume of them in this country provided subscribers 
enough can be found to reduce the necessary expense within a moderate 
compass. The plan has the approval and support of Mr. Bancroft, Mr.

Puturs, Sampson & Co. publish in 3 vols. 8vo., uniform with the works 
of W. Hl. Prescott, “ The History of the Reign of the Emperor Charles the 
Fifth, by William Robertson, D.D., with an account of the Emperor's Life 
after his Abdication, by William Il. Prescott.” Mr. Prescott observes, in an 
Advertisement to this edition, that Dr. Robertson disposes of the life of 
Charles the Fifth subsequently to his Abdication in some six or seven pages, 
and that therein are contained many inaccuracies ascribable to the want of 
that information which has since been made public. “Such information was 
to be derived from documents in the archives of Simaneas, consisting among 
other things, of the original correspondence of the Emperor and his house- 
hold, and showing conclusively that the monarch, instead of remaining dead 
to the world in his retreat, took not merely an interest, but a decided part 
in the management of affairs. But in Robertson’s day, Simancas was closed 
against the native as well as the foreigner; and it is not until within a few 
years that the scholar has been permitted to enter its dusty recesses, and 
draw thence materials to illustrate the national history.” The task which 
Mr. Prescott has thus performed is in many respects peculiarly appropriate ; 
the great work of Dr. Robertson being corrected and completed by him who 
of all living writers was, perhaps, best able to do it, and a classic preserved 
which under other auspices might possibly have been superseded. 

p., 8. & Co. send us a number of very pretty Juveniles, intended for the 
Holidays. Christopher Pearse Cranch has prepared a sequel to his “ Last of 
the Huggermuggers,” one of the cleverest Children’s books ever got up in 
this country. ‘‘ Kobboltozo” is a story of dwarfs, as the “ Huggermuggers” 
is astory of giants, and is illustrated with spirit. Both volumes are printed 
very neatly with antique type, and will be particularly appreciated by the 
little folks. “‘ Red Beard’s Stories for Children; translated from the German, 
by Cousin Fannie,” contains a number of stories 1n verse, each illustrated by 
one or more engravings in silhouette, being a sort of intensified shadow, pecu- 
liarly grotesque in effect, and especially attractive, in a humorous direction, 
to youngsters. “ Daisy; or, the Fairy Spectacles,” by the accomplished au- 
thor of * Violet ;” “ Worth, not Wealth; and other Tales, by Cousin Angie,” 
and “Bright Pictures from Child Life; translated from the German, by 
Cousin Fannie,” are carefully got up, with pleasing illustrations ; those in 
the last mentioned handsomely colored, and adapted toa more advanced 
period of life. 

Cartton & Porrer favor us with several of their recent publications. The 
“ Autobiography of Peter Cartwright, the Backwoods Preacher,” edited by W. 
P. Strickland, a work singularly interesting in subject and treatment. It is 
written in a refreshingly off-hand and independent manner. In the Preface, 
the author remarks: “I have regretted through life that some of my con- 
temporaries, who were much better qualified for the task than I am, did not 
write out such a work as is contemplated in this imperfect sketch. Had I 
seriously thought of sending such a work into the world, I should have tried 
hard to have been better prepared. But it must be remembered that many 
of us early travelling preachers, who entered the vast wilderness of the West 
at an early day, had little or no education; no books, and no time to read or 
study them if we could have had them. We had no colleges, nor even a re- 
spectable common school, within hundreds of miles of us. Old Dyke or Dilworth 
was our spelling book ; and what little we did learn, as we grew up, and the 
means of education increased among us, we found, to our hearts’ content, that 
we had to unlearn, and this was the hardest work of all.” They also pub- 
lish “The Life of the Rev. John Clark,” by Rev. B. M. Hall, with an Intro- 
duction, by Bishop Morris ; a work that embodies much generally interesting 
matter ; a third edition of “ The Gift of Power; or the Special Influences of 
the Holy Spirit the Need of the Church,” by Rev. S. II. Platt, with an Intro- 
duction by Rev. Nathan Bangs; and “ Helps to the Promotion of Revivals,” 
by Rev. J. V..Watson, D.D., editor of the Northwestern Christian Advocate, 
in which paper a considerable portion of the contents of this volume origi- 
nally appeared. 

This firm also send us three Juveniles, very nicely got up, with pleasant 
illustrations—* Boy’s and Girl’s Illustrated Olio”; “ Six Steps to Honor; or, 
Great Truths Illustrated,” by Rev. H. P. Andrews, and “A Winter at Wood 
sy or, the Armor of Light Illustrated,” by the author of “ Four Days in 
uly.” 

F. A. Brown sends us, from Hartford, a second edition of Mrs. Sigourney’s 
elegant work “ Past Meridian,” one of the most popular books of this popular 
authoress, : 
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Snetpox, Braxeman & Co. have got out a new work for imparting a know- 
ledge of the French language, by Jean Gustave Keetels, professor of French 
and German in the Brooklyn Polytechnic Institute, entitled “ A Collegiate 
Course in the French Language.” The author observes that “The problem 
which the art of teaching proposes is, to combine the theoretical at practi- 
eal, in such a manner, that principle and practice, harmoniously and skil- 
fully interwoven, may prompt each other, and develop the language gradual- 
ly before the mind of the scholar. In my attempt to solve this problem, I 
have been careful to subordinate the theoretical to the practical, so that no 
fact is set forth, involving a principle which has not first been fully explained ; 
and, on the other hand, no principle is introduced with which ‘the scholar 
may not at once become practically conversant. For this purpose, each les- 
son is composed of four parts; First, the Subject, introducing the principles, 
with the facts which illustrate them ; Second, a Vocabulary of words, aa 
ed so as to suit the subject of the lesson and the progress of the scholar, and 
arranged in such a manner, that the difficulty of the genders may be over- 
come with comparatively little labor ; Third, a French Exercise, often assum- 
ing the form of a conversation, in which the subject matter of the lesson is 
rehearsed in various ways; Fourth, an English Exercise to be translated into 
French.” They also issue in a small volume, “ Chaplains of the General Gov- 
ernment, with objections to their Employment, Considered. Also, a list of 
all the Chaplains to Congress, in the Army and in the Navy, from the For- 
mation of the Government to this Time,” by Lorenzo D. Johnson, author of 
“ Churehes and Pastors of Washington.” 


James Frencu & Co. send us the “ Manual of Arts, for Young People;” a 
work that is intended to “ materially aid the advancement of those studies 
which are not only practically useful, but highly ornamental.” The work 
comprises instructions in Botany, Conchology, Entomology, Mineralogy, «e. 
&e. The same house also send us “Faca; an Army Memoir,” by Major 
March, whose “ Shoepac Recollections” has obtained such a wide-spread pop- 
ularity. Frencu & Co. have issued a second edition of this latter work, and 
also a second edition of Miss Carroll's “ Star of the West,” a political work, 
that excited considerable attention upon its first appearance. 


Mason Brotners have republished, in two handsome 12mo. volumes, 
Harriet Lee's celebrated “ Canterbury Tales.” The publishers, in explanation 
of the re-appearance of these once popular stories in a new form, say, “ The 
Canterbury Tales were in fashion among the Contemporaries of Lord Byron 
in his youth, Fashions come round again with the lapse of years, as we are 
reminded daily by the revival of costumes that were in vogue a couple of 
centuries ago. The remarkable fictions contained in the following pages we 
have endeavored to reproduce in a style that will render them attractive, as 
we deem that the time has arrived for them to come in fashion again. On 
their first appearance they passed through several editions, when editions 
were more a matter of fact, and less of faith, than they are nowadays; and 
they have stood the test of criticism, and survived the rise and fall of new 
favorites, for more than half a century. We reprint them as an appropriate 
commencement of a series of Standard Tales, which we have in preparation 
as books for the Library.” The same publishers issue a neat little “ New 
York Almanac, and Weather Book,” for 1857, which in addition to the usual 
information to be found in such works, contains a diary for the coming year, 
and a series of meteorological and thermometrical observations, prepared by 
Mr. E. Merriam, the well-known Meteorologist of Brooklyn.
